Vermilion, net cash 30 days. Linseed Oil, net 30 days, 1 per cent 
discount 10 days. Regular goods, such as White Lead, Brushes, 
Mixed Paint, Colors, Tools, Supplies, etc., net 30 days, 2 per cent 
discount 10 days, unless otherwise arranged for. 

C. O. D. SHIPMENTS.— Where goods are sent C. O. D. 
(collect on delivery), by express or freight, we require a remit- 
tance equal to one-quarter the amount of the order, to 
accompany the order. We ask this to guarantee the express or 

freight charges. No order will be sent C. O. I)., either by express 
or freight, without this remittance. Remittances should be made 
by bank draft or money order, and not by personal check. 

Goods sent by Mail are at buyer's risk. When cash purchase, 
a sufficient amount must be included to cover postage. 

EMPTY PACKAGES.— When sending cans to be refilled they 
must bear tag with shipper's name thereon, and be sent by prepaid 
express and not by freight, as this necessitates our sending to the 
depot for them at an expense to us. We make no charge for 
delivering goods to the depot, but cannot be expected to pay two 
cartages on one order. 

Railroads generally have "oil days" on which they ship oils. 
This frequently causes oil to reach our customers one or two days 
later than other goods when both have been sent to the depot together.

For the Care of Brushes the following may 
be of use to those who sell or use them : 

Brushes should never be kept in a warm or dry place, as the 
best made Brushes are liable to shrink and come apart. For the 
same reason, Paint or Varnish Brushes should never be used as 
dusters, nor used dry. If from any cause Brushes have shrunk, 
they can generally be restored by putting them for a short time in 
a cellar or moderately damp place. 

Brushes should never be used in newly slacked lime, as it 
destroys the bristles. We have seen the best all-bristle Whitewash 
Brushes spoiled in this way and declared to be not all bristles. 

Paint, Varnish, Wall and Whitewash Brushes should be soaked 
in cold water a short time before they are used. Don't put the 
bristles into water, but open the Brush or bristles in the center, 
and turn water on the head, or handle, and let it stand with the 
bristle part up till the water has soaked into the head of the Brush.
